criticism of their Home Cooking 


give as much thought to the 
preparation of home meals as do 
our women.” This was the opinion ex- 
pressed by mayors, governors, health 
officials and clubwomen: outside of New 
York, in response to a questionnaire 


“Ws doubt that New York’s women 


recently sent out by a domeatic science 


expert. 


We naturally wished to know whether 
this criticism was fair because our busi- 
ness-—the sale of Crisco—interlocked with 
home cooking. 


So we asked two young women, M. (. 
and M.S., to talk with several hundred 
housekeepers in representative homes in 
the city itself, in the Oranges, in Mont- 
clair, in Pelham, in New Rochelle and in 
Larchmont. 


M. C. and M.S. chatted with these 
women about cooking matters in general 
and about Crisco in particular. The 
whole gist of these conversations pointed 
only to the conclusion that New York 
women take just as lively and conscien- 


tious an interest in home cooking as do the |

This is what we call a bed ritual 
in psychology, ‘an insiduous _ process 
which saps the mind of its decision, the 
power to combat disturbing elements.”’ 

Dr. Goldenweiser also has made some 
interesting observations of what he calls 
the housewife’s compléx, and which he 
said was a common phenomena in the 
psychological laboratory. 

“There are numbers ef ‘women who 
find play for their emotions by the 
medium of a dustrag and a broom,” 
was his comment. ‘They will go about 
the house for hours at a time sweeping 
out every cornér again and again, dusr- 
ing the same chair with the same rag, 
although they *had dusted it but. five 


mittutes before. This futile activity in- 
dicates: an emotional source, perhaps 


emotional starvation. It prompts them 
toa ceaseless stirring without any spe- 
cial purpose, just ‘to keep busy,’ as the 
saying goes.” 

The Man With a Grouch: 


The man with a grouch is another of 
the human species that has come in for 
a share of Dr. -Goldenweiser's attention. 

“Surely we all are entitled to have a 
grouch now and then,’’ he said, ‘‘but 
the man with a habitual grouch shows 
a neurotic state. He goes to work in 
the morning with a chip on his shoulder 
and is ready to take offense at the 
slightest. opportunity, even to imagine 
that disecourtesy or an affront has been 
shown -him when none was intended. 
Often he is. noisy in his monomania, 
challenging everybody. and > blustering 
before the timid, or surly and:rude to 
those. who must suffer from his pres- 
enee. This is a pretty definite form ofr 
psychic disturbance, and it is a fairly 
safe rule.that the man with a perma- 


nent uch really is a fit subject for 
psychic treatment. His condition of the 


mind ‘ylelds under,thée proper methods, 
but it is one that never should be per- 
mitted to develop because it warps a 
man’s outlook. He becomes a boor with- 
out realizing that the ill- treatment from 
which he supposes himself to. be suffer- 
ing exists only within his own mind.”’ 

When this sort of aggravated grouch 
is permitted to run its course unchecked 
it degenerates into a fixed hatred, Dr. 
Goldenweiser said: 
is inclined to store up thoughts of ven- 
geance against other persons within his 
circle, particularly against one or two, 
and in extreme cases this hatred leads 
to serious deeds, all for the reason that 
what began as a simple grouch ended 
as a violent aberration. 

The pernicious thread of neurosis rung 
through many a man’s mind without 
his suspecting it. One of these is the 
man who fancies himself: like some 
great character in history. This thought 
May begin to germinate in the most 
innocent way, such as a compliment that 
Henry Johnson, bookkeeper, resembled 
Napoleon. A lock of hair falling across 
the brow has spoiled more than one man 
for life, particularly if he happened to 
hbe short, @ little fat and carried his) 
head down,

‘Today 
it has three or four car lines radiating 
to all the centres roundabout, thé b 
Hershey. plant, a trust company, a of 
partment store run for the benefit o 
the community, schools, homes, every- 
thing that goes into a model community. 
Hershey ig not an incorporated’ town,' 
but has a township government. Prac- 
tically all of it belongs. to’ Mr. Hershey, 
including! his seventy-five farms, ‘scat-: 
tered in the section near-by. Three- 
fourths of his employes'own tielfhornes. 

How such a gréat business had. been 
bufft was ‘a natural question. ~ 
‘orttlve. tupried: out the best. cheedtate’ we 
could: make,’’ said Mr. 
the business just grew by itself. We 
never advertise. Not long ago a smart 
fellow came.to us and said something 
ke. this: ‘If you will give me such and 
such a percentage of your advertising 
appropriation, I will produce such and 
such a result.’ But I told him that we 
had no ‘appropriation; that we did not 
advertise. He was astounded, wouldn't 
believe we could do bisiness’ without 
advertising.

Mr. Hershey began operations at his 
new town without expert help. His 
foremen, of course, were highly skilled, 
but the rank and file of. workers came 
Trém the country boys and girls living 
avoynd Hershey.

‘Where @ Man Starts.’’ 


‘"Pake a’ man of fair intelligence, give 
him a fair chance, and he soon can 
learn to do anything that’ another man 
of fair intelligericé| is doing,’”’ said Mr. 
Hershey. “The trovble with this world 
is the lack of opportunity. If we could 
tind a means of levéling heads in the 
mattér . of portunity, we need not 
wotry about léveling them in the matter 
of accomplishment.

“In many of Gur big industries they 
spend a lot of timé rubbing up the 
machinery and the brass doorknobs. 
Here we are trying to rub up the human 
element and we do not have ‘brass door- 
knobs, Almést every problem of busi- 
‘eas depends on the human side, What 
‘business seéds is & better understanding 
of the worker, I believe that we ere

There never has been a iabor unfon 
in Hershey and neyer a strike. Every 
three months each “employe with the 
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home, and people are-glad@ to get them.

The more spirit they 
havé the bigger the nuisance, from 
that standpoint. So I want to help 
those boys. We must start with them 
when they are young. Our school at 
present takes boys’ of four or five. We 
tried the older ones, but their charac- 
ters -were formed and some of them 
badly formed. .

N this day of amity. among the 
States a name has just come -roll- 
ing: back across the years to stir a 
vision of other times. The great 
>. qualities of. Lee and Grant have 
long been. recognized by their country- 
men, North and South. Lesser chief- 
tains of all degrees have had their due. 
But one personality in the dusty pages 
of the Civil War still has power to rouse 
old hatreds. — 

Quantrell is a namé to cause a darken- 
ing of brows anywhere across the Kan- 
sas line, and in Missouri old men still 
lift their hats at mention of it.. Quan- 
trell, the raider—hero or outlaw—played 
a unique role in the’ great drama. It 
has just been proposed to give his battle 
flag to Lawrence, Kan., the town vd 
sacked and burned. Why. Lawrende 
should want this famous \black flag, or 
anybody should propose such a presen- 
tation, is a question for another day. 

Whatever one may think of Quantrell, 
modern warfafe has produced few men 
who waged such fearless strife against. 
supreme odds for so Jong a time. Never 
was there a more picturesque fighter. 
He belonged to that breed that fends 
for itself and rises to emergencies, For 
the greater part of the Civil War ais 
name was ehough to blanch -the cheek 
in any one of four States, 

He put at naught the power of the 
Federal forces west of the Mississippi, 
and with a little band that is said to 
have seldom’ exteeded 100 men he Kept 
Missouri and Kafsas in an uproar. He 
Was reported in a dozen places at once, 
only to appear somewhere @lsé and strike 
& bloody blow. The Federal power de- 
clared him ah outlaw, with execution 
awaiting every man of his. command. 
Quantrell repliéd by raising the black 
flag and waging: merciless war. 


Kansas Disputed Ground. 


Looking through the mists and. con- 
fusion of sixty years, it is difficult for 
this generation of Americans to call up 
the background that produced Quantrell.

béen settled early, largely by pioneers 
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accepted. its first charge in 1910. The 
only conditions are that the newcomer 
be of the required age, ‘“‘poor and an 
orphan,”” as ‘Mr. Hershey expressed it.

Karisas. The facts of ‘his arrival there 
are fairly numerous.

Returning to Kansas in the Summer 
of 1859, Quantrell taught school at Stan- 
ton, réceiving $2,50 a head every three 
months for instructing a handful. of 


‘backwoods children. In that period he’ 


wrote’ some appealing letters to his 
mother, full of sentiment jabout the 
frontier. His next step, as narrated by 
his unfriendly historian, led him from 
schoolmaster to a ne’er-do-well in Law- 
rence, where he is said to have been 
known as Charley. Hart. 

Then, we;-read, he began to emerge as 
a dange man, “helping. to steal 
hegroes from acro’s the line and betray- 
ing them -back for their masters’ re- 
wards. Whether this is true it is impos- 
sible now to determine. The historian 
says that Quantrell finally led a raid 
deep into. Missouri territory, betrayed 
his conspirators, and threw in his ‘lot 
with the Missourians. 

Another account of his youth, and one 
quoted as coming from, Quantrell, de- 
scribes him as traveling westward with 
a brother and being set upon by _& party 
of Kansas “Red Legs,’ who murdered 
the brother and left Quantrell for.dead. 
Whatever the facts, Quantrell appeared 
on the theatre of events at the start of 
thé Civil War and played his r6le almost 
to the end of that conflict. — 

Perhaps the best picture of, this border 
chieftain has been left by Captain Kit 
Dalton, a Captain under Quantrell, and 
himself a famous raider. Dalton was a 
boy in Kentucky. when. the war broke, 
He enlisted, came home as a soldier on 
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Bird's-eye View .of Hershey, Pa., ““The Chocolate and Cocoa Town.”

Glimpse of the Future. 


Listening to Mr. Hershey discuss his 
aims, thought of -his sixty-six years 
slipped away, and his vigor. and alert- 
ness stood forth. He worked out his 
plans for the school with t help of 
his associates. Experts have had no 
hand in it. Neither has .Mr., Hershey 
any elaborate. social system on any 
theories to prove. The school will not 
be a psychological test. tube. It is 
merely a home for orphan boys who 
have no. other place to go. Another 
of the same kind is planned for Cuba, 

“Our boys are our finest possession,"’ 
said Mr. Hershey. ‘With them must 
rest the realization of all those high 
hopes held by this generation. They are 
the future itself, growing up before our 
eyes, And wedo not give them the 
kind of care they should. have. Often 
‘children are not 


what they used to be." . Well, I have an 
idea that children are just, about ‘what 
they always have been, Sometimes I 
wonder if the parents are not different, 

“The biggest influence in a boy's life 
is what his dad does, He ‘watches him 
at the dinner table, going offto work, 
ing home. He. knows exactly his 
dad’s way of life and most of ‘his 
thoughts, . When his dad is a fine, brave 
man, bearing his part of the struggle 
like a man should, the: boy. is: going to 
be the same ‘sort of a man. But if 
his dad happens.to be shiftless or mean 
and weak, the boy at his side is shaped 
the same way. Every boy, good or bad, 
high or low, feels that his dad {is the 
mode}. of life he should follow. I wish 
every dad could get that idea into his 
mind and see what it would do for him. 
And when a boy doesn't happen to have 
any sort of dad-he is®. special “mark 
for destiny. I am afraid that most of 
our orphan boys have a bad time of it 
and that many never get the right start. 
They tell me that the youngsters who\go 
to prison never had a chance. 
I am going. to give some of them a 
chance, in my way.’’

The decks having been cleared, the 
breaking up of the hull begins.

LOWLY but surely the mysteries of 
Medicine are yielding to the im- 
portunities. of science. _Biochem- 
ical research and animal experi-

’ The recént outbreak of ‘‘devil’s grip’ 
fm Virginia is one of the unsolved puz- 
- gles-and was heralded as a mysterious 
‘epidemic. The description was eminent- 
‘My correct, for, although it is known that- 
that disease is a form of grip—or influ- 
enze, to give it its medical name—in- 
‘fluenza itself belongs to the category of 
medical mysteries. 

Prominent among these strange and 
fearful problems may be mentioned can- 
eer, polfomiyelitis (infantile paralysis), 
pellagra, encephalitis lethargica (‘‘sleep- 
ing sickness’) and epilepsy. 

For three generations laboratory work- 
ers and clinicians all over thé world have,

fe: of the inquiry. It is assumed, of course, 


that the malady is caused by a germ and

workers these announcements have failed 
ef general acceptance. Influenza, then, 
_Femains as much of a mystery as ever, 
physicians declare. 

@éasonal variations in the symptoms of 
“fwfluensa (or grip, as the public was 
long ago taught to call this disease) pre- 
gent different clinical pictures, 50 that 
Physicians at the onset of an epidemic 
gometimes are led to believe that they 
have 2 new malady to cope with. This 
fs now explained’ by the fact that in 
@gome years the germs are believed 
to be responsible for the isease attain

Among the known purely epidemic dig- 
eases none is anticipated with greater 
dread or occasions more alarm in this 
country when it gains a foothold than 
Poliomyelitis,- known to physicians. as 
“polio” and tothe laity as infantile 
paralysis. -That it originates from a 
germ—a variety of bacterium named 
Streptococcus, so-called from its shape 
and arrangement—is the belief of the 
majority of physicians. It is said to 
lurk in, the back of the mouth and nose, 
but the manner of its spread fromm one 
individual to another is still a matter of 
doubt. Whether the ‘contagion is air- 
borne or whether there.is some inter- 
mediary in the transmission of the in- 
fection, such as in insect, remains a mys- 
tery. 

Heavy Toll in 1916. , 

The historic epidemic of 1916 in this 
country, which began. in Brooklyn, 
totaled some 27,000 cases with a large 
number of fatalities, leaving behind it a 
pathetic trail of paralyzed and otherwise 
crippled children -No specific remedy 
for it is known; the treatment is symp- 
tomatic only, and partial recovery from 
its disabilities is painfully slow. 

_ Pellagra, long known in different parts 
of Europe, and. which has afflicted sec- 
tions of Italy for 300 years or more, has 
been one of the big mysteries of the 
medical profession.

When Dr, Joseph L. Goldberger of the 
United States Public Health Service took 
charge of the Federal Government's in- 
vestigation into the causé of pellagra 
a few years ago, after a few months’ 
work he arrived at the conclusion that 
the disease resulted solely from dietetic 
errors. Those who studied his experi- 
ments and their results for the most 
Part agreed with him; but it is not too 
much to say that to vast numbers of 
the world’s population the disease is still 
a mystery.. On the basis of Dr. Gold- 
berger’s conclusions, the remedy, of 
course,, is a properly balanced diet. 
Still, however, cases of pellagra are 
ple in the South year after year, just 

as sporadic cases of infantile paralysis 
are continually occurring in New York 
City since the historic epidemic of 1916.

name “sleeping sickness’ has erronec- 
ously been given, for it is a distinct 
malady from the true sleeping sickness 
of Africa, of which the cause is known 
as well as well-defined methods of dea)l- 
ing with it. The origin of encephalitis 
remains a mystery, and up to the pres- 
ent no, specific has been discovered for Ati 
It is not a new disease, having been 
known since the time of Hippocrates. 
ere is one fact in connection: with 
it that cannot be overlooked, and that 
is that epidemics of it coincide closely 
in time with those of influenza and 
infantile ane ag It is the belief of 
many physic therefore, the 
three diseases have a common origin, 
and that when the mystery of one is 
solved the others will be cleared up also.

“The 1924 Session of the Legislature of 
the State of New York is only a month 
and a half distant. lt is again certain 
that the housing situation in New York 
City is to be considered not as an 
‘economic question but as a political One. 
Ambitious statesmen are suggesting pro- 


grams to delight tenants and to punish | tion 


property owners. The rent laws are to 
be extended, commercial buildings are 
to be included, the income ‘from prop- 
erty fixed at a minimum rate by law, 
_ landlords compelled to make alterations 
and ‘repairs at the will of the. tenant, 
“and the right of a property. owner to 
the possession of his own premises for’ 
his own use, denied. 

“It may, therefore, be well at this 
tims to call the attention of these states- 
men and the public generally to the re- 
sults of the rent legislation of 1920, not 
only on the housing situation in New 
York City, but on the political future of 
its proponents. It is admitted by every- 
body that-as far as the cheaper classes 
of apartments and these are the concern 
of the Legislator, are concerned’ the 
situation today is as bad as it was three 
years ago and that there is but slight 
Prospect of its betterment,
